Re-Assembling of the British Parliament. 


LONDON, February 21.—Parliament re-assem- 
bled to-day. The following is the speech of 
the Queen opening the session: 

Mr LORDS AND GENTLEMEN—During the 
brief period since the close of the last session 
nothing hes happened to affect the cordial re- 
lations between myself and other powers. The 
operations successfully comp in

any ground for apprehending a renewal of the 
disturbance in the hborhood of Suakim. 

The lations which I directed to be 
opened with Thibet forthe prevention of en- 
croachment upon my rights over Sikkim have 
not been brought to a tavorable conclusion, 
but I bope that further military operations 
will not be necessary. 

THE SAMOAN QUESTION. 

‘*I[have consented to take part in a confer- 
ence with Germany and America, at Berlin, 
upon the Samoan question. This will bea 
continuation of the conference recently held 
in Washington on the same subject.’’ 

TO THE COMMONS. 

‘*GENTLEMEN OF THE HoOotse or Connors 
The unceasing expenditure for warlike prep- 
arations ineurred by other European nations, 
has rendered n an increase in the pre- 
cautions hitherto taken for the safety of our 
shores and commerce. The counsels by which 
other powers are guided and which dispose of 
their vast forces are at present uniformly 
— to England, but I have no right to as- 
sume that this condition is necessarily secure 
from the possibility of change.

The Duke of New Castle’s Marriage.

well-knit brain has mach to do with the per- 
formance of a healtby constitution. The rela- 
tion of diet to longevity has often been 
discussed; we can only say here that the diet 
should be adapted, in quality and in kind, to 
the work of the individual; while sucn arti- 
cles as alcohol, tobacco, and tea, if at 
all, should be employed in moderation by 
those who wish for a stable constitution and 
proionged life. Passing over such important 
considerations as being familiar to most 
members of the profession, we come to 
the great question of the causes of wear 
in life—the outcome of the frictions 
of life which all must meet with more or less. 
The various factors at work, especially in a 
town life, make impressions on the brain 
which lead to fatigue and a geen wear. 
The strong brained individual may not be 
hurt thereby; the weaker man is exhausted by 
such constant impressions from without, and 
a second generation under such influences is 
—— to suffer through loss of tone and 
vitality, In cell structures rather than in 
actual stature or measurement. City life neo- 
esearily produces a rapid and unceasing series 
of impressions, and call for constant exertion. 
The lawe of sanitation and cerebral 
hygiene should then be carefully studied. 
It is desirable to have what quietness 
is possible during bgain work, and the 
necessity for proper ventilation as a means of 
maintaining mental energy is wellknown. It 
might lessen brain wear in many offices if 
electric lighting were substituted for gas il- 
lumination. Good digestion is essential to 
continued work with good lasting power. 
Late rising and a still more hurried luncheon 
and rush back to work, followed, at the con- 
clusion of the day by a heavy meal, when the 
man is wearied, often tend to exhaustion, as 
much es the unavoidable pressure of bust 
ness. A most rational refreshment after 
heavy brain work is to partake of 
light refreshment and then rest 
for half an hour before dinner; thus the power 
of digestion and social enjoyment are restored 
tothe man. Probably the chief means of pre- 

lug a man to withstand the wear of business 
ife is by a careful training, both physical and 
mental, before he enters upon the struggle 
and wear of business. One means of increas- 
— Ange chances of iongevity is by training the 
child wisely. Manya premature breakdown 
of health is due to the want of preliminary ex- 
ercise, which would not be neglected by the 
athlete without disaster.

TRAGEDY AT CREAL SPRINGS. 


A Boycotted School Director Goes Gunning 
for a Rival, Who Shoots Him. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

MARION, III., February 21.—Creal Springs, 
the watering place, ten miles southeast of this 
city, has lately been experiencing almost a 
reign of terror. Twomen, I. A. McKinney and 
William Hudgens, lie mortally wounded, and 
the latter is expected to die atany moment. 
The trouble came up in about the following 
manner: 

Recently it was discovered that many of the 
children in the public schools of the village 
had vermin on their persons. McKinney, who 
is a member of the School Board, acted on the 
presumption that the vermin came from the 


children of the employes of the St. Louis & 
Paducah Railroad; about forty of whom have 
been living in the village. These children were 
boycotted from the schools, and afterward— 
the vermin becoming no scarcer—the schools 
were closed. McKinney is also a saloon- 


hands and otherwise abused him. 

Hudgens, the dying man, kept a pool table in 
Bellew’s saloon. 6 took a small rifle and 
ejected McKinney from the building. When 
the latter reached the street he fired a shot, 
the ball taking effectin Hudgens’ right lung. 
McKinney then ran and Hudgens shot at him 
seven times, one of the balls taking effect in 
the back of his bead and lodging in the brain. 
The railroad men have fied the village, 
There is an intense feeling against McKinney 
in the village and vicinity, he being held di 
rectly responsibie for the tragedy.

nicipal elections it is difficult to discover 
what is the real object of municipal elec- 


It is not difficult to discover what is the 
real object of the local party leaders and 
their henchmen. It is to gain the spoils. 
They discuss eagerly enough availa- 
ble candidates, plans for capturing 
certain classes, schemes to bring 
out voters, combinations, pulls, in- 
fluences, political friendships, cliques, 
appointments and a host of other 
matters, but not a word is said 
about the good of the city or the best in- 
terests of the citizens. One would think 
that municipal government was formed 
as a private snap for politicians. The di- 
vision of parties into Democratic and Re- 
publican, which mean nothing ae applied 
to municipal affairs, is maintained appar- 
ently for the sole purpose of forming two 
gangs to fight over the offices. And the 
worst feature of the situation is that year 
after year the citizens and taxpayers who 
support the city government and for 
whose benefit it is established are de- 
ceived and worked“ for the sole benefit 
of politicians and ward leaders. 

A moment’s consideration will show the 
utter folly ofall this. The citizens of St. 
Louis are interested in securing cheap 
gas, rapid transit, better water supply, 
improved streets, wiser financial manage- 
ment and a host of other results of imme- 
diate importance to residents and busi- 
ness men. It makes little difference 
whether the officials are Democrats or Re- 
publicans. But it is of the utmost im- 
portance that they be efficient, able men 
in hearty accord with all movements tend- 
ing to practical reform and public im- 
provenrents. 

The truth is, national, State and mu- 
nicipal politics should be thoroughly di- 
vorced. They have nothing in common. 
In city elections parties and candidates 
should be compelled to plainly state their 
policies and purposes with regard to city 
affairs, so that an intelligent decision may 
be reached as to their merits by the 
voters. When municipal politics are 
brought to this practical basis municipal 
offices will not be party spoils nor private 
snaps. 


LABOR COMMISSIONER WhRrRIGHT’s sta- 
tistics on marriages and divorces, par- 
ticularly the latter, in the United States, 
will furnish interesting material for 
students of social problems. The steady 
increase of divorces rather warrants the 
statement of Mr. Guns rox that it M in 
this country that the problem of mar- 
riage is being worked out by new and 
dangerous experiments. The number of 
divorces granted in 1870 was 10,962, and 
in 1886, 25,535, a startling increase in s 
teen years. Sixty-five per cent of divorces 
are granted to wives, reflecting rather 
seriously on the male population in the 
marriage state. Desertion causes by far 
the greatest number, faithlessness to the 
marriage vow coming next with a 
prependerance against the wives, 
and drunkenness and cruelty figur- 
ing largely as elementsin many cases. 
A cursory view of the statistics makes the 
marria roblem plainly a question of 
moral education. 
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JUDGE HENRY was on the Supreme 
Bench and ped to produce the de- 
cision which ed Mayor Francis se- 
curely on a pile of™#tuffed ballot-boxes 
and took from St. Louis alone the pro- 
tection of State laws against flagrant and 
notorious election frauds.

In 
Kansas City, on the contrary, the tax rate is 
1.4 per cent, business of all kinds is booming 
and millions of dollars are being invested. 
Speculative capital quickly takes wings from 
a Prohibitionist community and seeks invest- 
ments in more congenial fields. The capital- 
ists of the Bast are not bothering about any 
ventures in Kansas or Iowa, but Kansas City 
investments appear to suit them very well.

WHAT A CITIZEN SAYS. 

A citizen discussed the matter as follows to- 
day: In conversation with a member of the 
city detective ferce the other night I was in- 
formed tuat the reason why the force did not 
interfere with gambling was that its members 
were virtually instructed not to do so. 
The detective sald an order to 
effect that officers and detectives were to at- 
ten their own business and not invade the 
territory of those assigned to special work, 
such as gambling, was in existence, but he 
declined to state who the order was issued by. 
The detective not only knew of the existence 
of Arthur Lyon’s big gambling-houset, but 
stated that it has been runping nearly three 
months; that Jim Ames can De found there 
regularly and that the big } ory games, which 
were formerly conducted in the rooms over 
Scott s saloon, southeast corner of Seventh 
and Olive, are now located just underneath 
the faro bank over Furber’s saloon.

WILL THEY FIGHT AGAIN? 


What the Myer-McAulifie Articles of Agree- 
ment Say on the Subject. 


As there has been much talkin fistic circies 
about continuing the fight between Myer and 
McAuliffe for the light-weight championship, 
and as it has been stated that the articles of 
agreement provided for such continu- 
ance of the fight in case it was not 
finwhed the first time, the Post Dis- 
PATCH here prints a verbatim copy of 
the articles under which the men fought. 
It will be remembered that the statement has 
been printed in many papers that the articles 
stipulated that the referee sbould or could or- 
der the men to fight within seventy-two nours 
afterthe draw. A perusai of the articles will 
snow that there is no provision under which 
the referee is required to order the men to 
fight within seventy-two hours, or at any time 
whatsoever. 


THE ARTICLES. 

Articles of agreement entered into this, the 
16th day of November, 1888, whereby Jack 

Brooklyn, N. * and 
of Streator, III., agree 
a finish with skin-tight 
gloves, Marquise of Queensberry rules, at 
one hundred and thirty-three pounds, give or 
take two pounds, to weigh at ring-side, for 
twenty-five bundred dollars ($2,500) a side and 
the light-weight championship and belt of 
America; said battle to take piace between St. 
Louis and Chicago, between the 10th and 15th 
of February, 1589.

Alf Kennedy, Myer’s backer, claims that the 
clause ‘*The stakes must be won or lost by a 
fight,’’ makes it necessary forthe referee to 
order the men to fight again. This, however, 
is pronounced nonsense by most sporting 
men. The men have fought and the referee 
has given his decision. ehas no power to 
order the men togentbher again unless it is so 
9 stated. When he declared the fight 
a draw he had fulfilled the duty for which he 
was chosen, and he had no more control over 
the men’s actions in regurd to another flaht 
than he had over any other future act of their 
lives. This is the view taken by Richard K. 
Fox and others of the match, and it seems to 
be borne out by the articies of agreement in 
all particulars.

WHAT ONE OF THE ENGINEERS HAS TO SAY 
OF THE ROUTE. ed 


Difficulties That Have Been Encountered by 
the Panama Co.—Climatic Peculiarities— 
The Route by the San Francisco River— 
Availibility of Negro Labor—Danger 


URING the past year 
the scheme for cut- 
ting the isthmus at 


Nicaragua,’’ said 
Philip A. Wetmore

and by no means rose-colored ac- 
count of the difficulties to be 
overcome and the advantages of the Nicara- 
guan route. Bythe way, the name of the 
American who first made a thorough expiora- 
tion of the adjacent country and made mani- 
fest the difficulties to be encountered by the 
Panama Canal, Capt. George Strain of the 
navy, has been nearly forgotten. But since 
the agitation of the question his report has 
been unearthed and would have proved of 
great benefit to the French company. 
THE CONDITION OF THE PANAMA CANAL. 
„My friend, whose letter is in the posses- 
sion of a New York syndicate which will take 
a large block of the stock should a proper in- 
corporation be secured, has recently made a 
trip to the Panama works and gives a most 
gloomy account of the condition of affairs. 
To get good workmen is almost imp@ssible. 
European laborers cannot be relied on, as for 


fully half the time they are disabled by the 
deadly miasma that hangs over the 
lowlands bordering the canal. The resulting 
fevers are notas deadly as is generally sup- 
ed, if proper precautions are taken. 
edicine does little good, but removal from 
the miasmatic belt is soon followed by recov- 
ery. This belt is astonishingly small in ex- 
tent, and may be measured by the height 
to which the river and swamp fogs rise. 
On approaching the land and anchoring 
near shore, it has been repeat- 
edly observed that those sleeping 
on the lower decks were mucb more seriously 
affected than those whose cabins were farther 
from the water and, therefore, less in the fog, 
and ifan elevation of 100 feet can be attained 
there is scarcely any danger to be sppre- 
hended. One trouble with the Panama Canal 
is that work must be carried on in the malariai 
belt, and European workmen fast succumb. 
The natives, a mixed Indian and 
Spanish breed, with the Indian 
blood I ly predominating, get — 
ali right as far as the climate is concern 1 
but are weak in body and very lazy; worst of 
allit is almost impossible to get them to use 
machinery. Another feature of the climate is 
ite destructive effect upon iron. Rust ie an 
enemy constantly to be combatted, and a fine 
piece of machinery, if neglected for a single 
week, will become almost useless. Hundreds 
of thousands of dollars have been expended 
in steam shovels and various apparatus, which 
have never moved a square foot of dirt, 
and never will. From all accounts 
not one-fifth of the work has been done, and 
that by far the easiest part, while the ay 
estimate of the cost of the whole has en 
greatiy exceeded. 
DIFFICULTIES OF THE NICACAGUAN ROUTE. 
In spite of all reports to the contrary, it is 
stated that the Nicaragua route, especially at 
its eastern end, is by no means free from some 
of the obstacles which have been encountered 
at Panama. The climate is not nearly so 
bad, but is still very unbealthy for whites, and 
little reliance can be placed on white labor. 
But it appears that negroes are not troubled 
with the 3 malaria, and within a few 
days’ sall a practically unlimited supply of 
this labor can be obtained, as not only the 
United States, but also the West Indies can be 
drawn upon. The malaria belt is, however, 
very short, as the ground rises rapidly 
from the eastern coast, and the highlands are 
soon reached. Here ſies the greatest diff 
culty. The fall is sharp, and a series of locks 
gest in size and strength will have to be 
uilt. The most apparent weakness in the re- 
pore of the engineers is believed to be an un- 
erestimate of the effect of floods on the San 
Francisco. Nothing like the terrible rises on 
the Chagres, amounting often to fifty feet 
within a few hours, and to control which 
is thought tobe a problem that De Lesseps 
never could have solved, is to be anticipated. 
The extreme rise of the San Francisco is esti- 
mated as below four feet, and the calcula- 
tions for locks have been madeon this basis.

Packet Co. and the North Ger- 
man Lloyd bave issued a circular to their 
agents in Europe which shows a strong dispo- 
sition to Comply with the present immigration 
laws, The cireular requests the agents to use 
the greatest caution in seiling tickets and 
to them to buyers who belong 
to the following classes: ‘‘Persons devoid 
of all means of subsistence; persons who are 
sickly, idiotic, blind, deaf aad dumb, decrepit 
or crippied, if they are not accompanied by 
relatives able to support them; persons who 
before their departure for America have en- 
tered into acontract for the performance of 
labor in America; parsons who have been in 
the poor-house or who have obtained the pas- 
gage money out of the poor- house funds, from 
the commune, or in a similar manner; per- 
sens who during the last year were sentenced 
to imprisonnient inthe penitentiary or State 
prison, and persons belonging to anarchisti« 
or similar associations. ’’
